Under thin ruling duties have been paid on 
oranges, lemons, limes and other fi-uitu. 
Many of the importers paid the duty under 
proteat ; these will be entitled to recover 
dutiea. 


The oflicial returns show that of fruit uud 


nuts there are imported annually about $10,- 
000,000 worth. 
It is estimated that the re- 


ccivt decision of the »Secretttry of the Treasu- 
ry will make n difference of between (400,- 
000 and c*.">i)0,()00 annually in the customs 
receipts. The buck duties, which can bo 
colleeteJ by those who have filtered written 
protests, will amount probably to about 
$300,000.
